Such interference could adversely affect the many important 
productions and activities that rely on high-quality wireless audio products, including for 
example, news coverage, sporting events, and TV and movie productions. Shure’s comments 
filed Novcmbcr 30, 2004 propose a three-part interference mitigation solution to protect thc wide 
variety of important wireless microphone uses from harmful interference from unlicensed 
devices.
